Article 8.—Indo-Malayan pilgrims who come to the Hedjaz vid Suez wiil be subjected 
to quarantine unless they can prove by their passports that they have come from beyond the 
Suez Canal. x 

Captains of ships are forbidden to ombark pilgrima.of this clase under peualty of their 
ships and the crews being subjected to quarautine under Ariicles 2,4, and 5 of these 
Regulations, 

Article 9.—On the arrival of a pilgrim ship in Camaran Harbour, or Abou-Saad, all 
pilgrime will be disembarked and undergo the usaal medical examination. If the health 
of the ship is good, and no suspicious case has occurred on the voyage, the ship and the 
pilgrims will undergo five full days’ quarantine; baggage and effects will be disinfected, the 
ship will be washed and purified, bur the cargo will not be landed nor purified nor taxed. 

Article 10.—Pilgrim ships which arrive from infected ports, but bave had no cholera 
case Wuring the voyage or after arrival, will undergo a quarautine of ten days. Merchandise 
coming from a cholera-infected port will remain on board the sbip, if there have been no 
cholera cases during the voyage or after urrival, but will be exempt from disinfection aud 
from sanitary fees, except in’ tho case of gld personal effects and stuffs already used, 
uuwashed wool, old cottons, hair and feathers, raw skins and hides aud other raw animal 
remains and rage. 

Article 11.—Ships upou which cases of cholera or auspicious cites have occurred during 
the voyage, or aftcr arrival, will be sabjected, snips and pilgrims, to a quarantine of at least 
15 days, ‘This quarantine will be renewed each time achoera case occurs amoung crew or 
passengers after their arrival ia Lazarctto, and will dare from the day of the last case of

Article \2.—No pilgrim ship shall leave Camaran for good without having re-shipped

Article 138 —Sambouks coming from outside Cape Bab-el-Maudeb with pilgrims will 
be subject to the samc rules as vesssls specially chartered for pilgrims. They must go 
direct to Catmaran, and will be refused admission at all other Arabian ports of the Red Sea. 

Vessels coming from Bassora, with pilgrims on board bound for the Hedjaz, will have 
to go to Camaran, and will be treated according to the tenor of their {ill of Health and the 
general Regulations of 1567.

to be the property of Government, unless or until any person estabiishes his right and title 
thereto under the provisions of the said Act and the rules made under it. 


RULES. 


Drift Timber Rules for the River Kusi and its channels within the districts of Bhagulpore and 
Purneah made under section 51 of the Judian Forest Act. 


1. Drift timber may be salved by any person. —All pieces of unmarked wood or timber, 
and all pieres on which marks have been obliterated or defaced hy fire or otherwise, found 
adrift, beached, stranded or suuk in or on the banks of the river Kusi and its chaunels, may 
be salved by any person. 

* 2. Report to be made when wood or timber is salved.—The salvor shall intimate writhougy 
delay the fact that he has salved wood or timber to the Forest Officer, or to such Police 

‘ other officer or subordinate as the Forest Officer may from time to time direct tu receive 
sack reparte, 

8. Salvage fees—Auny such person who shall have salyed wood or timber under these 
rules shall be erititled to receive as salvage feea— 

(a) in the case of wood ortimber, the ownership of which is proved and admitted 
under seotibn 47 of the Indian Forest Act—from the owner, through the 
Forest Ofhcer, 50 por cent. of the value thereof, as adjudged by the Forest

{0) in the oase of wood or timber that become: veeted in Government under section 
« 48 of the Indian Forest Act—from Government, 50 per cont. of the net 
balance of the asle account of the said wood or timber, after deducting there~ 
from all-expenses of trausport snd other charges (if auy): such salvage feos 
to be paid after the sale has been effected.

‘ember a ‘shall be delivered to any claimant who (under section 47 of the Iudian 
J dewesbeen recognized to he the owner until, under section 50 of the suid Act, he 
te the Roxest Officer 60 per cent. of its value as adjudged by that officer, 
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together with such other expenses as may have been incurred in ealving the aaid wood or 
timber, Should the recognized owner fail to make these payments within 10 days of his 
receiving intimation from the Forest Officer of the amount due, the property salved shall be 
dealt with (under section 48 of the Act)«at unclaimed timber. 

5. Salved timber which may become vetted in Government to be sold to the best advan-~ 
tage—All drift and stranded wood and timber salved under these rules, which may become 
vested in Government under section 48 of the Indian Forest Act, shall be sold to the best 
advantage after two mouths from the expiry of the period fixed for the disposal of claims 
under section 46 of the said Act. . 

6. Pemlty clause.—Any person who shall infringe any of the provisions of these rules 
shall be punished with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees.

The Coramittce appointed in 1885 to draft rules under tho Bengal Tenancy 
Act recommended that the question of permitting rent to be paid by means of 
postal moncy-orders, under the provisions of section 54 (2), should stand over 
pending a trial of the plan of paying Government revenue through that agency. 
The experiment of. receiving the land revenue through the Post Office has 
since been made, and as it has proved an admitted success, the Board of Revenue 
now propose the extension of the system to the payment of rent. The con- 
cession bas, moreover, been asked for in a petition by the ryots of Uttarbarh- 
Jhampardah in the district of Howrah, and the proposal ,derives some support 
from the fact that it has already been adopted in the -North-Western Provinces, 
where the circumstances are not very dissimilar. Itappears ta the Lieutenant- 
Governor that when landlords and tenantsare on friendly terme the use of postal 
money-orders for the remission of rent will frequently be convenient as the 
readiest means of transmitting small sums; and that where differences exist, it 
will serve in some degree as a substitute for the more expensive and troublesome 
ethod of depositing rent in the Civil Court under section 61 of the Bengal 
‘enancy Act. His Honour accordingly considers it desirable to grant the desired 
permission experimentally in the Burdwan Division with effect from the let 
July, 1859, its continuance and further extension being dependent upon a report 
to be submitted after the expiry of six months from that date. The subjoined 
draft of the rules which it is proposed to issue with this object is published, 
under section 190 (8) of the Act, for general information and criticism, and it is 
hereby notified that objections will be received during one month from the date 
of the first publication of this Kesolution in the Caleutia Gazette. The roles 
prepared by the Postal Department in this connection are aleo published as an 
annexure for general information. Z

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POSTAL RULES RELATING TO BENT. MONEY-ORDERS. 

Tuees rules are divided into five sections— 
Section I.—Form of Rent money-order. 
Seotion 11.—Issue of Rent money-orders, 
Section I1l.—Payment of Reat money-orders. 
Section 1V.—Disposal of Rent money-orders not accented by the payee (zemindar). 
Soction V.—Disposal of Rent money-order acknowledgments. 











Sxction I. 
The form of Rent money-order. 
1. The reat money-order form is divided into four parts, viz.— 
(a) The money-order. 
(6) The receipt. This is printed below the money-order, and will be retained 
by the Postal Department. 


(c) The coupon. Thia is the counterfoil or landlord’s portion of the receipt, 
(@) The acknowledgmeut. This is the tenant’s receipt. 


2. Parts (a) and (4) require no description, as they are exactly like the corresponding 
portions of the ordinary inland money-order form. Part (c) is douhle the size of the coupon 
of an ordinary money-order form. On one side of this part are printed headings to provide 
for the entry of fuil particulars of the remittance, and on the other side are special instruc. 
tions relating to rent money-orders. Part (d) ia also double the size of the acknowledgment 
of an ordinary money-order, and contains the aame headings as part (ec). 

3. This form is to be used for rent money-orders only, aud for no other purpose. 

4.. Forms of reut money-order should he freely distributed among the rent-paying 
classes, and every facility should be given to tenants to obtain these forms, 

5. Every postmaster, sub-postmaster and branch postmaster will be personally respon- 
sible that a suificient supply of rent money-urder forms is always available in his office, In 
case of emergency, supplies may be obtained by telegraph direct from the Stock Depot, 
Divisional Superintendents and Inspectore, when visiting offices, will see that a sufficient 
supply of rent money-order forms is available, aud meution the fact in their inspection 
reports. 





Section IT. 
Tesne of Rent money-orders, 


6. Rent money-orders are issued from every head, sub and branch post-office under the 
rules which govern the issue of ordinary inland money-orders. The following rules contain 
additional instructions which relate specially to the issue of rent mouey-orders. 

7. The rule prohibiting the inclusion of pies (fractions of an anua) in the amount of an 
ordinary mouey-order does not apply to rent money-orders, which may contain any fractions 
of an anna not less than one pie. 

&, There must be a scpurate money-order for each tenure or holding. Rent for two 
tenures or holdings may uot be sent by one money-order. 

9, The office of issue, when requested todo so, will help the remitter to. make the 
requisite cutrics, and, if necessary, will make entrios for him in the form of rent money-order ; 
but no fee or any gratification for this service may be demanded or accepted, either directly 
or indirectly, by any official of the Postal Department. 

10. Persous remitting money by rent money-orders should be informed that unless 
they have received special instructions from the landlord on the’ subject, they should make 
the orders payable to the landlord, or to his agent, or to the mavager (if one has been 
appointed), according as the rent has previously been paid to the landlord, or to his agent, 
or to a manager, The uame of the payee must in each case be entered on the money-order. 
In the absence of special instructious from the landlord, a rent money-order should always 
be made payable at the place at which the tenant has previously paid rent. If the rent has 
previously been collected in the tenant's millage by an agent whose office is not in the village, 
the money-order should be made payable at the agent’s permanent office, or at such other 
place as the landlord may appoint. 

11, The office of issue is responsible that no rent money-order is issued of which the 
coupon and acknowledgment are blank, of aro not completely filled up. The post-office has 
no means of ascertaining the correctness of the information stpplied by the remitter ; ull that 
is necessary is that the pos'master or money order clerk should see that entries are mado 
against every beading in the coupon and acknowledgment. No rent money-order may be 
accepted for issue in which there is any erasure or correction in the name or month or year 
of the kist for which a remittance is made. If the reinitter wishes to make any alteration, or 
tonders a money-order in which there is any alteration or erasure in the entry of the name or 
month or year of the kist, he must be instructed to fill up a fresh tooney-order. 

12, The word “ rent” should be written before the number of every reat money-order, 
and this mode of distinguishing rent money-orders should be adopted wherever the number 
ia entered. ‘Che number assigned to a rent moncy-order by the head office or sub-offics of 
issue will also be entered at the top of the coupon and acknowledgment by ihe monoy-order 
clerk of the head office, or the sub-postmaster of the sub-office of issue, as the onse may sbe, 
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18, One line of the return of rent money-orders issued (Form 2—Rent) should be filled 
in by every head and subordiuate office at theclose of each day. On the Ist of the foll »wing 
month the return should be totalled and sent to the disbursing postmaster. The disbursing 
postmaster will compile’ yeneral return (form 8—Rent) and submit it to the Postmastet- 
General not later than the 10th of the month folluwing that to which it relates. Branch 
offices will uot submit any returns, as rent money-orders issued from such offices will be 
included in the returns of their acconat offices. 


Section IIT, 
Payment of Rent money-orders. 


14. Before a rent money-order is made over to the postman for payment, the monay- 
order clerk or pos;master of the office of payment will carefully eximine the name or month 
and the year of the kist entered in the coupon and acknowled:ment, and satisfy himself that 
they have been clearly entered and bear no marks of erasure or cor 

15. If the examination prescribed in rule 14 shows any discrepancy or alteration in the 
entries of the kists in the coupon and the acknowledgment, the mouvy-order must not be 
paid to the payee, but should be returned to the office of issue for repayment to the remitter 
with the following certificate endoraed in red ink by the postmaster of the office of payment 
cross the acknowledgment :—'‘ Entry of kist defective: returned for payment to remitter— 
(signature) postmaster.” The office of payment will at the same time note the error in the 
error-buok, and send a copy of the entry to the Superintendent, in whose jurisdiction the 
office of issue is situated, in order that the official in fault may be punished. 

16, On receipt of the copy of the entry in the error-book, the Superintendent will take 
such action as appears to him suitable, having regard to the special instructions to offices of 
issue in rule 11 of these rules. 

17. Arent money-order should always be paid at the landlord’s office at the place of 

jayment entered in the money-order. If the money-order is drawn out as payable to the 
Pdtord himself, paym-nt may be made to himor to any person authorized by him in writing 
to act as his agent, or to receive payment of money-orders in his favour. If the money-order 
is drawn out as payable to two or more joint landlords, the receipt and acknowledgment must 
be signed by both or all of the landlords, or by an agent authorized in writing by both or all 
of the landlords. If the money-order is drawn out as payable to an agent or manager, pay- 
ment may only be made to the payee named, and not to any one else. In making over money 
to postmen for payment of rent money-orders, the postmaster of the office of payment must 
observe the limit fixed forthe amount to be entrusted at one time toa single postman or 
village postman. The date stamp of the office of payment should be impressed on the ackaow- 
ledgments just befure the money-orders are given to the postmaster fur payment. 

18. In all other respecta rent moncy-orders will be dealt with in the office of payment 
exactly like ordinary inland money-orders, 

19. One live of the return of rent monoy-orders paid and refused (Form 4—Rent) 
should be filled in by every head and subordinate office at the close of each day. On the 
let of the following month the return should be totalled and sent to the disbursing post- 
master, The disbursing postmaster will compile a general return (Form 5—Rent) and 
submit it to the Postmaster-General not later than the 10th of the month following that to 
which it relates. Branch offices will not submit any returns. The reat money-orders paid 
by Branch offices will be included in the returne of their accouut offices. 








Secrion IV. 
Disposal of Rent money-orders not accepted by the payee. 

20. If arent money-order is refused by the payee, the postmaster of the office of pay- 
ment will certify in red ink across both the coupon and acknowledgment that the payee has 
declined to receive payment. ‘This certificate must always be recorded on refused rent money- 
orders, whether the payee has or has not noted his refusal in writing, and the certificate will 
be signed by the postmaster. The postman who presented the order with the amount thereof 
to the payee will write his name and the date of presentation under the postmaster’s signa- 
ture, The refused money-order will then be treated in the usual way and returned to the 
office of isene (with the coupon stitched to it) for repayment to the remitter. The coupou 
will be made over to the remitter (tenant) when the amount of the order is repaid to him. 
The acknowledgment will, when the office of payment is » disbursing office, be retained in 
that office. In the case of any other office of payment, the acknowledgment for a refused 
money-order will be retained by that office until the Lat of the following month, when it will 
be attached to the return of reat money-orders paid and refused, and be forwarded to the 
disbursing office. The acknowledgments relating to refused moucy-orders will be filed in 
monthly bondies in the disbursing office, and the postmaster will be respouaible for their 
safe custody for three years from the last day of the agrioultural year in which the money- 
orders were issued.

1. Drift timber may be salved by any person.—All pieces of unmarked wood or timber, 
and all pieces on which marks have been obliterated or defaced by fire or otherwise, found 
adrift, beached, stranded or sunk in or on the banks of the river Kusi and its channels, may 
be salved by any person. 

2. Report to be made when wood or timber is salved.—The ealvor shall intimate without 
delay the fact that he has salved wood or timber to the Forest Officer, or to such Police or 
other officer or subordinate as the Forest Officer may from time to time direct to receive 
such reports, 

8. Salvage fees—Avy such person who shall have salved wood or timber under these 
rules shall be entitled to receive as salvage fecs - 

(a) in the case of wood ortimber, the ownership of which is proved and admitted 
under section 47 of the Indian Forest Act—from the owner, through the 
Forest Officer, 50 por cent. of the value thereof, as adjudged by the Forest 
Officer ; 

(6) in the oase of wood, or timber that becomes vested in Government under section 
48 of the Indian Forest Act—from Government, 50 per cent. of the net 
Jalance of the aale account of the said wood or timber, after deductivg there- 
from all expenses of traueport and other charges (if any): such salvage fees 

“to be paid after the sale has been effected. 
2" gl Payments required when drift timer is shown to be the property of a claimant.—No 
auch wood or timber vail be delivered to any claimant who (under sectivua 47 of the Indian 
Forest Aer] thas been recognized to be the owner until, ander eection 50 of the said Act, he 
“ghee paid to the Forest Officer 50 per cent, of its value as adjudged by that officer,

1. Tho Secretariat Clerical Service shall for the future be separated into an upper’ 
and a lower division—the former comprising all appointments tho pay (or, in the case of 
appointments carrying progressive pay, the minimum pay) of which is Re. 100 and upwards ; 
tha latter, all appointments (other than those of copyists, to whom these rules do not 
apply) the pay of which is below that sum. No clerk will be entitled to promotion from the 
lower tothe upper division as s matter of course or otherwiso than in accordance with 
these rules. . 

2. Tho head of the office concerngd shall have an absolute power of selection in the 
case of appointments of Registrars of offices, Superintendents of branches, Head Assistants, 
Personal Assistants, or appointments involving the control or supervision over divisions of an 
office. Tho mode of recruiting one-half of the remaining appvintmonts in the upper and 
two-thirds of all the appointments in the ‘lower division shall be by open competition.

The laying of the foundations of 
the bridge for the Tallygunge Road and for the Syphon culvert were pushed on, but great 
difficulties were encougtered in these places owing to the nature of the soil and quantity of 
water met with. In this work over 26 lukhs of cubic feet of earth were removed, and 
184,642 cubic feet of masonry laid. 

Expenditure.—Tho total expenditure up to the ond of the quarter under review was 
reported to be Res. 1,83,24,878, of whicn Rs, 1,07,53,989 wore reported on works, and 
Rs, 25,70,389 on account of Jand. 

Sanitary. —The average number of workpeople employed was 11,440, being about 2,460 
more than were af work during the previous quarter. Among the perrons employed there 
were 21 deaths reported, which gives a death-rate of only 22°54 per thousand per annum. 

General Remarks.—We are of opinion that very good progress has been made with the 
Dock Works during the quarter under report, and that, so far as we have been able to judge 
from our inspection, the character of the works is very satisfactory.

{d) in the case of weod dr timber that becomes vested in Government under section 
44% of the Indian Forest Act~trom Government, 50 per cent. of the net 
balance of the sale account of the suid wood or timber, after deducting there- 
from all expenses of trausport and other charges (if auy) : such salvage fees 
to be paid after the sale has been effected. 

4. Payments required when drift timer is shown to be the property of a claimant,—No 

such wood or timber shall be delivered to any claimant who (under section 47 of the Indian 
Forest Act) has been recognized to be the owner until, ynder section 50 of the said Act, be 
sball have paid to the Forest Officer 50 per cent. of ite value as adjudged by that officer, 
together with such other expenses as may have been incurred in salving the said wood of 
timber. Should the recognized owner full to make these payments within 10 days of his 
receiving intimation from the Forest Officer of the amount due, the property salved shall be 
deult with (under section 48 of the Act) ax unclaimed timber. 
“8. Salved timber which may become vated in Government to be sold to the best advan- 
éage.—All drift and stranded wood and timber salved under these rules, which may become 
vested in Government under section 48,of the Indian Forest Act, stiall be suld to the best 
advantage after two months from the expiry of the period fixed for the disposal of claims 
under section 46 of the said Act. 

6. Penalty clause.—Any person who shall infringe any of the provisions of these rules 
shall be punished with fiue which may extend to five hundred rupees.
